Henry © Stuart, was ch sen governor of Virgini togethe 
an entire state ticket, Kepublicans anolby, Progressive In the early 1 
name candidates because of inal!ity to agree on a united ticket 
Returns from New Jersey were delayed, though Democratic leaders 


claimed a safe plurality for James F. Fielder for governor over Edward 
(,. Stokes, Republican, and Everett Colby, Pregrossive. In the early re- 
turns Stokes and Fielder were running neck and neck. The Democrats 
claimed Hudson county for Fielder by 25,000, while Republican leaders 
assert supremacy for Stokes. Fielder, who succeeded President Wilson as 
governor of New Jersey, had the support of the national administration, 
several members of the cabinet taking the stump in his behalf. National 
Republican leaders countered on behalf of Stokes and President Wilson 
and his policies were made the dominant issues. 

In New York City the triumph of the Fusion ticket was assured and 
late returns from the state indicated assurances of a Republican majority 
in the general vssembly, and the election of Republican chief judge of the 
court of appeals, associate judge in the court of appeals, and nine supreme 
court judges, 

For United States senator, Maryland chose Blair L. Lee, Democrat 

Democracy triumphed also in the twentieth New York congressional 
district where Jacob H,. Cantor was elected; the 13th New York, George 
W. Left succeeding the late “Big Tim” Sullivan, and the third Maryland 
district, Chas. P. Coady being the choice, Returns from the third Massa- 
chusetts district had not been received at a late hour, but Democratic 
leaders claimed a victory.

necks,’ tired and sore of muscle, the 
five members of the Edmonton city 


council who made the trip to the 


Pelican gas fields returned to the city 
last night shortly after six o'clock 
on the train from Athabasca and lost 
no time in getting to their respective 
homes where hot baths and razors 
were the order of the evening. 

As a direct result of their investi- 
gations Aldermen Lundy, Walsh, 
Calder, Livingstone and Smith — will 
present a joint report to the city 
council! at a special meeting to be held 
on Thursday afternoon when the mat- 
ter of a contract with the Velican 
company will be discussed, and all 
the business which has accumulated 
during the past twelve days will be 
dealt with, 

To give any detailed description of 
the trip, and more especially of the 
arduous journey home, the greater 
part of which was accomplished on 
foot, would be an impossibility.

Ladies Guild Holds 


| Its Annual Meeting 


Dr. Dyde Describes Work Being 
Done by Robertson 


College 


The annual meeting of the Ladies’ 
Guild of Robertson Presbyterian Col- 
lege was held yesterday afternoon in 
the First Presbyterian church, Mrs, 
Dyde presiding over an attendance of 
about fifty. Very satisfactory reports 
from the various committees were 
read, Mrs. Tookey telling of the work 
done by the house committee ,and 
Mrs. Bush of the social committe. 
The convenors of the five Presbytor- 
ian church societies reported the re- 
ceipt of the sum of eight hundred 
dollars in mempership fees, inciuaing 
the balance alrendy in hand. This 
money is applied solely for the fur- 
uishing of the college, for which the 
indies are responsible, 

Principal Dyde addressed the meet- 
ing, telling the ladies what the col- 
lege had done in the past, and what 
it hoped to do in the fuvure. He said 
it was the only theological college in 
Canada carrying on extra-murai work, 
there being students in the three 
prairie provinces, and one student os 
far away as Valparaiso, Soath 
America. There were now fifty-tour 
resident students in the calege, which 
was more than double the number .n 
the theological section of Queen's 
University at, Kingston. 

At the present time, said Dr, Dyde, 
they were co-operating with the Uni- 
versity of Alberta and Alberta Col- 
lege, with the result that the students 
now had the benefit of the services of

Athabasca On Way Back 
From Pelican Cas Fields 


Aldermen Convinced Gas Field Is Big One, and Sufficient to-Supply 
Edmonton for Many Years— Apparent Inaccuracies of Ex- 
perts’ Report May Result in Aldermen Refusing to Pay Their 
Account—To Draft Agreement With Pelican Company at Once 


(Special by Staff Correspondent with the party.) 
Athabasca, Alta., Nov, 4—Completing a hundred.mile walk 

from the Pelican gas fields to Athabasea, five members 6f the 
Edmonton City Council arrived here this morning at nine o'clock. 
The party, which consisted of Aldermen Lundy, Walsh, Calder, 
Smith and Livingstone, H. L.. Williams of the Pelican Gas and Oil 
Company, and three newspaper re porters, expected to be away four 
for five days. Weather, combined with a sudden formation of ice 
in the Athabasca river, upset all plans and gave to a majority of 
the party, at least, an experience they will never forget. The 
walk from Pelican to Calling River, a distance of about eighty 
iniles, is of such a character at this particular time of year as to 
tax even the half-breeds whose work keeps them on>the river for 
the greater part of the year. The entire distance is along the 
river bank, 

Task for Tenderfoot. 

A few days before the party set o it 
an inch or two of snow had fallen, 
making the travelling almost impos- 
sible at times, Picture seventy-‘ive 
miles of rough trail mixed with cut 
banks sloping at an angle of sixty-live 
degrees and the whole covered with 
slush and snow and a good idea ‘s 
gained of the task that faced the party 
of tenderfeet. 

When the party Ieft Edmonton a 
week ago last Friday morning it con- 


sure of 220 pounds and its oapatity 
at present is a trifle over three mil- 
lion cubic feet of gas per day. 

The big camp at Pelican was a re- 
velation, It is easiiy the most unique 
camp in the world. Although it is 
120 miles from the nearest town, it 
boasts of an electric light plant, a 
yumping plant and natural gas. 
There are about twenty canvas shacks, 
These are all lit with electricity 
each contains a stove that gets red-hot

The party left Pelican Rapids on 
the return trip lost Wednesday and 
the walk to Calling River took five 
days. Another day was spent in cov- 
ering the distance between Calling 
River and Deep Creek from which 
place they rode in wagons into the 
handing. The walk was very arduous 
on account of the rough condition of 
the tratl, but the party did not suffer 
any great inconvenience, the grub 


supply being ample.
